I obdurately insisted that I would bo an : 
actor and nothing else. From that mo- - 
mcnt my mother seemed to regard me 
with great appreheuBion, and I am 
afraid woiUd havo secretly rejoiced if 
my first appearance had been such lui , 
uttor failure as to deter mo from taking i 
any further stops in that dkeotiou. But | 
mjr father aided and encouraged me. | 
Himself a careful, consciontious student, - 
ho would quench my too-ardent enthu- , 
siasm by an immersion in the ocean i d 
work that lies between every artist and 
his .goal ; and iiuon, lifting mo up to Ins 
own lookout, lie woidd point out soni' 
new and undiscovered country wlu^ic . 
&esh glory, awaited tho first comer. 
AJlomately stimulated and hold in 
check, I rapidly grew in popular favor, 
and divided almost equiilly with mv 
father tho smiles and tears of the town, j 
Oh ! ho alone who has commanded them j

"About this time there appeared on | 
the scene one whom my father nervously ■ 
feared as a possible lival.

" I have related this incident to show 
you tho cloud of misfortune that huiifr 
over our family, and shortly afterwani 
enveloped me in its folds. 

" AJthough probably no one actuuliv 
believed that this tragedy was otl.ci 
than a sad accident, yet some tliwe w. i 
who, recalling the enmity betwecij ii. 
two men, were maliciuus enough to win 
per that tho shooting uus pronieditii:. 
under cover of the jihiy. These miuh'. 
coming to my father's ears cut short in- 
stage ciu'eer. He secluded himself cli i.-,i 
ly at home and would see no one. Ou. 
night, I recollect, he called mo into hi 
room, and said : 'My son, it would ha v. 
been far better for me if I had purpo^ 1 
■ killed that man, for in thatca.se uiyiHH;- 
ishmeut would be. deserved and sm , 
This distrustj* the avertetl eyes of tlu..M. 
who were once proud to call tliomseiv . - 
my friends, is killing me." He mn-.' 
havo spoken in a spirit of prophecy, i... 
on the following morning ho died. 

" Soon after this event I was tho re 
oipient of some llatteriug offers fnm 
theatrical mauugers, and 1 dotermin 
to roturn to tho stage, although m; 
mother bitterly opposed it. Ob! thnl'l 
had listt.'uod to her gentle |)leadin^;^, 
But youth is proud and headstrong, i>m. 
unwilling to heed words of cauli. ii 
Was I not desiiMiis of provi.liug for ai. 
her present and futnie tie. ds? Had I, 
although acting contrary to her wishes, 
any otlier object thun her iiltiiuate Imp- 
pmessinview ? Woiihl .she not, .••ooni i 
or later, eonio roiiml to look at tliinos in 
my \Miy V 

" My return to tlie .-^tage was foll.iwed 
by almost immediate jii omotioii, and tii- 
people tlockeil to see me iu p a ts which 
my father had rendered famous. Many 
of my friends were tuixious to see ii.t 
ftttcmpt the higher walks of my art, and 
partly to please them, as well as to air 
Certain theories and innovations of my 
own, 1 gave out that J wouhl sliertly es- 
say the role of Othello. For \veeks 
and months [ studied this creation o! 
tlio gieat diiiiuiitist, and succcedi'd n 
thoroughly identifying my.sei£ with th 
part. On the night before my debut u 
a irugeiuan was "to ttike place i reurea 
early, but my sleep wa.s disturbed by 
dreams. By turns I was the fond and 
tender lover, tho proud and powerful 
General, tho crazed, relentless mur- 
derer. 

"Tho morniiig dawned and developed 
in mj' own home a more hoprible tragedy 
than was ever conceived by dramatist, 
for while I slept and dreiimed a dastard- 
ly assassin had (u-opt into my moSier's 
chamber and strangled tho life from her 
sweet body. Upon her fair -white throat 
was tho cruel imprint of the murderous 
hand, and, oh, Go<l ! wliilo I slept, un- 
conscious of her agony, she was strug- 
gling with her slayer. 

" Weeks and montlis passetl, but no 
clew to the raurierer could be discovered, 
nor tho object of the crime imagined. 
My life, robbed of its tniest friend, 
seemed dull and melancholy. There 
was but one thing loft for me to do, and 
that was to recall and act uijon her ad- 
monitions, so that, if haply her spirit 
looked ilowi on me, she miglit bless my 
efforts. I loft the State aud sought in a 
Western State to give a new direction to 
my life. But even here my reputation 
as nil actor had preceded me, and! was 
waited upon one evening by the man- 
ager of tho local theater •\vith tho re- 
quest that I would take the place of his 
leading man ou the following evening, 
he being incapacitated by sickness from 
appearing. The piece was to be "Othel- 
lo. " I accepted tlia proposal, pleased that 
my name h&d not been entirely forgotten 
by the public. Tho hotel at which I 
stopped was overcrowded, and the land- 
lord informed mo that I would have 
to share my room with a stranger. 
But the 'stranger,' when bo came in, 
proved to bo an old friend, and wotidked 
far into tho night of old times, mutual 
acquaintance, but especially of my 
forthcommg appearance as Othello on 
tho next night. I shqit, and dreamed 
once again that 1 was the veritable Moor 
of \'eiiiee, briMithing into Desdomona's 
ear my vengeful, cruel piU'pose. I was 
suddenly awakened by a terrific pull at 
my hair, and found myself standing out 
in tho middle of the iloor engaged in a 
struggle with my friend. My hands 
were fastened in a -vise-like grip on his 
throat, aud, even as I waked. Lis hold 
1 m my hail- loosed, and ho sank helpless- 
l.Y to the floor. There are moments in 
life when, like an electric flash, all that 
has been and much that is to be stands 
out dearly revealed, and, awe-struek, we 
gaze at the fearful iirospect. Tho mys- 
tery of my mother's takiiig-off was no 
lunger a mystery ; it was these accurae<l 
hands that had done tho deed, and con- 
demned mo, like Ahaaneras, to wander 
over tho world, seeking relief and find- 
ing none." 

With these words the young man eon- 
eluded his tragic story, and, seizing his 
hat, opened the outer door aud disap- 
peared in the dai'kneas, Nettit, with 
white face, but moistened eyes, hastened 
to tho door with her purpose so clearly 
expressed in her manner that Charles 
cried out: 

" Have a care what you aro doing!

THE CONDITION OF RUSSIA. 

We lead in alatoLondou Times tele- 
•jraphic disi)atclies from Berlia stat'^ig 
that a convoy of 200 Nihilists had that 
morning left St. Petei-sburg for Siberia. 
Nona of the party liatl been brought to 
trial. They had licciiheld for a period 
extondiiif; from a month to two yoar.s 
and then banished to that bitter coun- 
try whoso iianio is the synonym of ster- 
ility and frost. After the death of 
ALEiXAjfDfiR II. tliirty-threc young men 
studying at the Warsaw university 
were made prisoners. When their rooms 
were searched several book's, the sale 
of which had been forbidden by the 
[lolicc, were seized as well as plans for 
an insurrection, boxes of dynamite an<l 
several small printing presses. They 
left a' few weeks ago for Siberia. Forty 
students were expelled from the uni- 
versity where they were studying medi- 
cine and law; they cannot leave the 
country and will remain for the rest of 
their lives at tho mercy of the police. 
Nobody is allowed to enter the fortress 
except the parents of tiie ])risout'rs and 
then only when these la.st, are about to 
be sent to Siberia. Among tiie ]>rison- 
er.'i there is only one who managed to 
p.scape. The man's name was JTilo, 
ono of the cleverest journalists in Pol- 
and. Hb ■waa'awaiting his trial on the 
charge of having published and dis- 
tributed among tho peasantry scxcral 
political pamphlets. [To died rereully 
at Geneva where he was carniiii; a pre- 
carious livelihood asascavenger. A boutn 
month ago a student named Hering was 
captured while in Ihe very act of uiv- 
ing instructions to some boys toi- iho 
placarding of revolutionary bill.s. He 
was a young man of good family, his 
father being one of'the most influential 
men in the town. Parents and friends 
did all they could to obtain the rc- 
lea.sc of the pri.sonor; they wen- almut 
to succeed wlieii tho youth conlly in 
formed his family that it was no use 
taking any further trouble in the mat- 
ter because ho intended to marry, and 
his future wife was a nihilist girl whom 
he had seen and spoken to tin'ough tho 
iron bars of his prison window when 
she was taken out for exereis(>. 'I'hreo 
days afterwards the two were wedded 
in the fortress, and an hour after tho 
ceremony had taken j)lace the newly 
married couple started for Siberia, 
where they are spending their honey- 
moon and where they are exiled for 
life. Among those who are awaiting 
trial at Wansaw are a M. (iolkiewich 
and his thi'ce sons, who nre accuscil of 
having aided and abetted Hartnianii in 
his attempt to blow up the iMnperor 
on the Moscow Itailway. Then there 
is a police officer, the one who was in 
charge o£ district No. I at Warsaw,who 
is locked up in the same dungeon for 
having warned nihilists that they were 
"wanted." Tiie head of the police at 
Blalistok,in the government of (Jrodno, 
urns sant to the fortress of ^^'ar.sa\y 
saved a Jew who was forging bank 
notes for the nihilists and probably on 
his own account also. The nihilists 
.shut up in the fortress arc tried within 
the walls of the prL-son and the public 
is not admitted to witness the pro- 
ceedings. Th e j udges are oUicers and 
the men are tried by court martial. 
This expeditious way of going to work 
meets with the approbation of the gov. 
ernment, and the St. Petersburg au- 
thorities are beginning to .send Itussian 
nihilists who have nothing in' common 
with Poland to War.saw. The Poles 
are accustomed to arbitrary measures 
and to see their country treated as a 
conquered land. To be oppressed has 
become a innttcrof habit to most Pole.f, 
and with the exception of university 
students the pco[)le are far too indolent 
to protest against anything the govern- 
ment may jileaso to do. I.iterarv 
censorship is so severe in Poland that th e 
Russians themselves areofton surprised 
by its decisions. l''or instance, the Fi- 
garo, the Pari.sian journal, wliich is 
certainly about the mildest thing out 
in the way of criticism on foreign poll 
tics, has only to print the word Ru.ssia 
to be suppreseed by tho censor. Even 
Journal de St. Petei-sboimj, the semi- 
• official government organ in St. Peters- 
burg, is often distributed to the publi<' 
with one or two of its roluinns so be- 
spattered with ink that the obnoxious 
passages are entirely obliterated. Tiiev 
call this operation "caviar smudgin!:,'." 
Foreign hooka tolerated by the St. Peters 
burg police are not always tolerated by 
the Warsaw cen.sor. The dark chamlier 
or "C!abinet noir" keeps men employed 
day and night in reading private let- 
ters and smudging new.simpers. Let- 
ters are alw.ays delayed and are some- 
times never delivered.

The 
company arc preparing to dnubTe thoir 
daily blast, which has a capacifv of but 
12 tens per day. They are luep.iring to 
erect a rolling mill there or in Oaklaml, 
Cal. , for working this metal.

1 have not seen anything as liattcriiig 
as the accounts given by some of our 
papers, and I do not intend to dis|iarage 
the Uariis mining district of .\laska; but 
will endeavor to show it in its true light. 
The milling district of Harrisbuig is of 
small area being all located and inter-lo- 
cated, claims being temporarily settled at 
miners' meetings. ()ii the discovery of 
Harrisbiirg men came from .Sitka as m.aiiy 
as could find suitable a conveyance. .Some 
came in the steam-launch from the C. .S. 
S. .lamestown through tho gracious favm- 
of Captain Glass who, being himself a 
holder of some of tho ground which was 
then covered with snow, locations becaino 
vciy ninch complicated. Messrs. Harris 
and .hmo being the discoverers they li.ave 
a good placer claim which is not usually 
the case with discoverers. There are 
many other placer locations; luu few pay 
over S2.r)0 per day, with the exccptimi of 
one owned by Micliael Powers and ono 
on Douglas Island owned by I'rior and 
Rnsweli. Those three are said to [lay 
well. Captain (jlass' grmind did not pay 
when we consider the painful necessity of 
having martial law for its protectiiui, 
which he was under. Some few iiionlhs 
after its lociitioii some minors finding the 
ground idle wont to work upon it, but 
were dispi isscssed without romunei'ation for 
their labiu- and martial law \vi\n declare<l. 
I should judge the establishment of a 
military jxist there was very i)ro[icr for 
the re((uireuicnts of all concerned. The 
(piartz ledges are all of a very delicate na- 
ture. There is no ledge that has bce:i 
sunk deeper than six foot.
